The ancient astronomer, even though 
be might believe with Aristarchus of 
Samos, that the stars arc golden studs 
upon the cry stal dome of heaven, and the 
sun scarse larger than the Peloponnessus, 
must y et have been penetrated with a 
profund sense of the my stery surround­ 
ing all he saw. 
The awe with which the 
astronomer of our day contemplates the 
heavens can scarcely exceed the wonder 
of the Chaldean herdmen, who gazed on 
the my sterious vault of 
heaven and 
watched the constillations as they passed 
with stately motion along their nocturnal 
arcs. 
But brought np from our y outh to 
regard the sun and planets in something 
of their true character, and the fixed stars 
as the peers of our own sun, the gradeur 
of these conceptions is marred by their 
familiarity . 
We have learned so much 
that we are apt to feel as though all 
knowledge were within our grasp. 
The 
orb9 of heaven have been weighed and 
analyzed, they have been tracked on or­ 
bital paths around each other, they have 
been counted and guaged and charted un­ 
til it would seem as though their domain 
had been completely explored and mas­ 
tered. 
This erroneous conception is due 
mainly to the way astronomy is treated 
in the text books in general use in our 
schools. 
It is placed before the student 
as a completed science in most of its de­ 
tails; and he is led to accept as undoubted 
facts very much that, to the working as­ 
tronomer, is mere inference or conjecture. 
Many views and theories that a few years 
ago seemed to be thoroughly established 
have been found to huve but a slight 
foundation, if indeed any. on which to 
rest; and so far from having penetrated 
the secret of the universe, as the authc r 
of “ Ecce Ooelum” would have us believe, 
astronomers have as y et but scant knowl­ 
edge even of the domain comprising the 
solar sy stem. 
In the eaily ages of the world, men 
judged the limited range of country 
known to them to be the whole world. 
But as their knowledge of the earth be­ 
came more extended their conceptions of 
its magnitude became wider and wider, 
until they realized the fact that the por­ 
tion of the earth with which they were 
familiar was but to a very small part of 
the great globe which is the abode of the 
human family . 
But with the recognition 
of the vastness of the earth there came 
also the knowledge that in another sense 
it is exceedingly small. 
Instead of being 
as was supposed the fixed center of the 
universe, it was discovered to be but sim 
ply a member of a family of globes cir 
cling around the sun, and one of the 
smaller members of the family ; while 
compared with the sun itself it is but a 
mere speck in space. 
This earth of ours which seems to us 
so large, with a surface of two hundred 
million square miles, and rushing in its 
orbit at tho rate of more than eighteen 
miles a second, is really so small compared 
with other heavenly bodies that its pres 
| ence of absence is of inconceivably small 
/importance 
to the universe. 
To an 
ey e capable of taking in at a view the 
whole solar sy stem, it would hardly be 
noticed. 
Sir John Herschel gives the 
following illustration of the members of 
the solar sy stem: 
“ Choose any well level 
ed field, on it place a globe two feet in 
diameter; this will represent the sun; Mer­ 
cury will be represented by a grain of 
mustard seed on a circumference of a cir 
clo one hundred and sixty -four feet in 
diameter for its orbit; Venus a pea in a 
circle two hundred and eight-four feet in 
diameter; the earth also a pea on a cir 
ele of four hundred and thirty feet; Mars 
a rather large pin’s head in a circle of six 
hundred and fifty-four feet; Jupiter, a 
moderate sized orange in a circle nearly 
half a mile across; Sirius, a smaller orange 
on a circle of four-fifths of a mile; Uranus 
a full sized cherry upon a circumference 
of a circle more than a mile and a half 
acro ss; and Neptune a good sized plum on 
a circle two and a half miles in diameter.” 
Ou r earth co u ld hardly b e fo u n d in su ch 
a sy stem, an d mu ch less b e missed fro m 
it. 
But even this is not the extreme meas­ 
ure of our littleness. 
As the earth came 
to be regard as a mere point, almost sim 
ultaneou9 ly with the discovery that it is 
a vast globe weighing six thousand quad­ 
rillion tons, so the very discovery that as 
signed to the sun his real position in the 
solar sy stem, showed also that in ono 
sense he is but an iuconceivabiy minute 
part of the universe. 
As we look across 
the space that separates us from fixed 
stars, the distance does not seem so very 
great, and even astronomers were long in 
learning how great it is, and how utterly 
isolated the sun and his train of planets 
is from even the nearest star. 
Ty cho

this must be the case if the Copernican 
theory be true. 
For not one of the stars 
apparently charges position as the earth 
completes the circuit discribed by Coper­ 
nicus; and if no star moves a t seen from 
the earth, the earth must appear at rest 
as seen from the stars, and the vast tx 
tent of the earth’s orbit must appear as a 
mere point as viewed from the stars. The 
confirmation of the Copernican theory 
threw fresh light on the real dimensions 
of the sy stem of stars. 
Continued re­ 
search directed to that point showed that 
the sun’s distance had been greatly un­ 
derrated, and that even Ty cho Brahe’s 
estimate of the stars’distances and dimen­ 
sions fell far 8hort of the truth. 
From a 
few thousund miles the estimated dis­ 
tance that separates us from tho sun has 
grown 
to ninety -two 
.million 
miles, 
each increased estimate widening the 
vust gulf that separates us from the stars, 
enormous and inconceivable as Ty cho 
Brahe had deemed it under the earlier es­ 
timates.

Co mmissio ner 
Edgerto ti ha? returned to 
Washingto n fro m hi* 
ho me in Indiana,

several weeks. 
Whan his attentio n was 
called to Co mmissio ner Oberly1« recent letter 
to the Illino is Demo cratic asso ciatio n, he 
talked very freely o n the subject o f po litical 
clubs, and to o k issue with Oberly o n the 
pro priety o f o lllceho lders belo nging to state 
asso ciatio ns and o ther po litical asso ciatio ns. 
“ I do no t believe,” he said, “ in extreme o r 
strained co nstructio ns o f the civil service 
law. 
The law will acco mplish its full pur­ 
po se witho ut irritating the public mind by 
extreme co nstructio ns. 
These state o rgani­ 
zatio ns have as much right to exist as they 
ever had. 
There is no thing in the law to pro ­ 
hibit it. 
A man is no t deprived o f the privi­ 
leges o f citizenship because he assumes public 
o fllec, and I think the idea that a man sho uld 
abando n his residence in a state—his citizen­ 
ship—when he takes o ffice in Washingto n is 
prepo stero us. 
Why, if the law is to be co n­ 
strued in this extreme manner it will array 
the public against it. 
The legislative po wer 
is abo ve us all, and if the law is to be applied 
so as to deprive a man o f every right o f citi­ 
zenship because he takes o ffice the danger is 
that a demand will lie made upo n the legis­ 
lative po wer to wipe it o ut. 
There is no 
necessity fo r anything o f the so rt. fThe law 
is all right, and it o nly needs to be co nstrued 
in acco rdance with co mmo n sense and prac­ 
tical experience. 
Now*, in their repo rt o f 
the Chicago investigatio n in regard to the 
dismissal o f Webster, a subo rdinate o f Co l­ 
lecto r Seeberger, Co mmissio ners Oberly and 
Lyman said: 
“ .‘Stro ng po litical views Webster had a 
right to entertain, and during the time he 
held a public place it was his right to give, 
at pro per times, stro ng expressio n to tho si 
views. 
The o pinio n is no t to bo to lerated 
that because a man o ccupies a place in the 
classified civil service he must therefo re sur­ 
render his right to take an interest in the 
po litics o f the co untry. 
No go o d citizen will 
do so , and no degree o f activity in effo rt to 
advance the interest o f the party o ppo sed to 
the administratio n sho uld—pro vided his par­ 
tisan activity in no way interferes with his 
public duties—render insecure in the service 
o f the go vernment the po sitio u o f any perso n 
who do es no t o ccupy a place the discharge 
o f the duties o f which affects public po licies.’ 
“ No w,” said E lgcrto u, “ that was said in 
behalf o f a go vernment clerk’s right to o p­ 
po se the administratio n. 
Of co urse it will 
no t be claimed that a clerk has no t just as 
much right to speak and act in suppo rt o f the 
administratio n. 
The law do es no t pro hibit 
these po litical clubs and state asso ciatio ns. 
There is no thing in it to fo rbid thesa men 
to s|>eak their minds po litically, and to ex­ 
ercise their rights as free men and citizens. 
A law that wo uld attempt to do that wo uld 
no t bo to lerated in this co untry.”

The sp ace required is comp aratively in­ 
significant when the almost incomp rehen­ 
sible number of jieop le are taken into con­ 
sideration. 
The basis of calculation is 
p resumably overestimated. 
The p resent 
p op ulation of the earth is rep uted to lx* 
1,400,000,000 p eop le. 
We have 113 
years yet to comp lete 0,000 years, but if 
we take 700,000,000 as an average dying 
every generation, we find that in the 
0,000 years, allowing 88 1-3 years t4> a 
generation, 180 
generations will have 
mssed.or 700,000,000x180—120,000,000.- 
000 (billions) of p eop le will have existed at 
the comp letion of 0,000 years. 
Allowing 
one square yard to each, they would oc­ 
cup y a sp ace of 37,448 square miles. This 
is a little more than one-luilf the size of 
¡Missouri (03,415 miles) and seven times 
ess than the size of Texas (265,780 
square miles). 
Allowing 3x0 feet for in­ 
term ent, Texas would afford burial for 
three times the number, or on the same 
basis, would contain all the jieop le of the 
earth for 18,000 years. 
Allowing 2 feet 
to stand on, for each p erson, at the end 
of 0,000 years they would make a belt 
around the earth (25,000 miles) 477 deep , 
or from the earth to the moon (200,000 
miles) 59 deep , whilst it would take eight 
times the number to extend from here to 
the bud in a single line.—Kansas City 
Star.
